XXIX.—An Act to amend an Act 


entitled "An Act relating to elec- 
tions," approved March 12th, 1873. 


[Approved February 16, 1881.] 


The people of the State of Nevada, 


represented in Senate aud Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


SKOTIOS. 1. Section Thirty-one of said 


Act is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 


Section Thirty-one. 
The Board of 


Couuty CoiuimttBioners, after making 
tbe abstract of votes, as provided iu 
Section Thirty, shall cause their Clerk, 
by an order, made and entered in tbe 
inmuteB of their proceedings, to make n 
copy of said abstract, aud forthwith 
transmit the same to the Secretary ol 
State, as tbe seat of government. If 
the Board of Couuty Commissioners 
should neglect or refuse to make the 
order, as required by this Act, they, anil 
each of them, nti'ill be guilty of a mis 
demeanor in office, aud shall, on convic- 
tion, be liable to a fine of not less than 
one hundred dollars, or more than five 
hundred dolluib, each, uud imprison- 
ment iu the county jail for uot less than 
teu, and uot mure thau oue huudrec 
days, each, or both such fine aud im- 
prisoumeut, and sh-Ul be removed from 
office. 
And on the thud Monday o: 


December succeeding such election, the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, ant 
the Associate Justices, or a majority 
thereof, shall meet at thu office of tke 
Secretary of State, aud shall opeu and 
anvass the vote for Members of Cou- 
gress. District aud State officers; and 
the Governor shall grant a certificate of 
election tc and commission the persons 
having the highest number of votes, and 
shall also issue proclamation, declaring 
the election of such persons.
